MAN AND WOMAN AFLOAT SIX 
DAYS AND NIGHTS. 


Former Jumps Overboard in Delir- 
jum but is Pulled Back—Killed 
Their Dog for Food—Blown Ashore 
Through Greakers That Smash 
Their Boat. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA, Feb. 12.—{Exclusive Dis- 
path.] Blown out to sea in an open 
boat, through the seams of which wa- 
ter poured so that one was kept con- 
tinually bailing; six days and six 
nights on the stormy Pacific without 
food or water; two days delirious from 
their terrible sufferings, and finally 
biown Ashore through breakers that 
smashed their boat to bits; compelled 
to Kill their dog and live on hie flesh 
for three days—this was the experi- 
ence of a Woman and a man whe are 
now lying at Kayak, slowly recovering 
from the effects of their terrible hard- 
ships. 

The victimes were. Charles W. Cook 
and Mrs. Rita Wolfenden, who started 
for Kayak from Kakutat, to overhaul 
two men who had robbed them of $600. 
Their boat began leaking, but before 
they could reach shore they were 
blown out to sea. For six days and 
nights they were at the miercy of 
waves and wind, their food being 
spolied by salt water. His mind weak- 
ening, Cook jumped overboard, but was 
caught by the woman and pulled back. 
He was delirious two days, following 
which her mind gave way. ' 

Finally, blown ashore, they killed 
a dog and ate it while recovering their 
strength. On the ninth day they walked 
twenty miles to Whiteheat Point, and 
were rescued.

Just prior to the — . out of t 
Boer War, Searelle was a pronoun 
Pritish. sympathizer, and was deep in 
the schemes of the revoelutionists at 
the time of Jameson's raid. Among 
Other acts in favor of the uprising, he 
purchased several thousand stands of 
arms aud concealed them under the 
Stages of his Johannesburg theater. A 
Boer stage hand discovered the secret 
of the hidden rifles, and informed Pres- 
ident Kruger. Not only were the arms 
confiscated and used against the Eng- 
lish later, but all of Seareile’s estate 
was taken by the government, and he 
was sentenced to be shot. Powerful 
friends mitigated his sentence, so that 
he was allowed to escape in company 
with John Hays Hammond to this 
country, but his property was all et 
by Boers. 

Searelle put in a claim at the end af 
the war, and it has been hun- up ever 
‘since. Meanwhile Searelle has been 
very poor, and when he fell ill here 
two weeks ago, his friends had to 
Fun ranten his expenses at the hospital. 
It is feared that he is dying, and that 
he will never enjoy his fortune. 


RESCUED FROM ICE FLOW. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Afier a peril- 
ous, swift and enforced ride of more 
than three-quarters of a mile down the 
East River in a huge ice noe tonight, 
seven persons, including women and 
children, were rescued by a municipal 
vessel. 

The floe, which stretched from North 
Brother Island to the Bronx shore, 
drifted down the river with the tide, 
and in its tore from their 
moorings the James D. Perkins and 
the Eureka, two coal barges which 
had been fastened to the pier at 129th 
street. On the Perkins were Capt. 
Henry Flood, his wife and little daugh- 
pier. Capt. John Krataner of the Eu- 
reka had on board his wife and two 
sons. 

When the hawsers parted, the wom- | 
en and children were panic-stricken. 
The men buckled life preservers on the 
women and children, and waved red 
lanterns while they shouted for help. 
Ice was forced up on top of the barges 
so fast that the men were kept busy 
pushing back the large cakes to pre- 
vent the two crafts from overturning. 

The captain of the steamer Frank- 
lin Edson of the Department of Char- 
ities and Corrections became aware 
of the barges’ predicament.and, order- 
ing fall steam ahead, forced his ves- 
sel through the ice to the aid ot the 
endangered occupents. After great 
effort, the Edson tied up alongside the 


barges and the women and children 
were taken aboard.

What Mils 

Rev. Benjamin Fay Mills spoke twice 
yesterday in Masonic Hall. Mr. Mills 
has decided to repeat his address on 
“Why I Changed My Religious Opin- 
ions,” in Simpson Auditorium next 
Sunday evening. His subject yester- 
day morning was “What I Believe, and 
Why I Believe It.“ He said, in part: 

“I belleve not less, but more than 
formeriy. I am not wandering in ‘the 
fogs of unbelief.’ I stand under a clear 
sky with a shining sun and a vision of 
the eternal. I empahsize no doubts, I 
teach no negations, I encourage no 
pessimism, I tolerate no despair. 

* rmerly believed some things. 
Now I believe all thin I do not be- 
lieve that man is fallen and that he 
needs special redemption.. I do not 
think that God has ever failed, and 
that He had to atone for his failure 
and man's fall by the blood of His Son. 
It is inconceivable to me that I ever 
have thought so, or that others still 
believe it. 

“I believe there is one God, who Ras 
thrown himself out in the manifesta- 
tion of nature to the remotest atom, 
and that in the densest particle of mat- 
ter there is an intelligence that works 
as the wisest man, and one wiser than 
man would, if he were there in person. 
Nature is the progressive manifesta- 
tion of the inescapable necessity of 
God to express Himself as He really 
is. History is the record of the rela- 
tion of God to himself, as is shown in 
the developing experience of the hu- 
man race. 

“I believe in human experience. I 
used to see that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God. 
I see that still and I now a0 per- 
ceive that if men do not love Ged, all 
things work together to lead them to 
that love—that is, to realize _— their 
unity with life, force, spirit, reality, 
God. I believe that physical, mental, 
moral and spiritual incompleteness, 
sickness, weakness, death, ignorance, 
folly, temptation to in are all gym- 
nastic apparatus for the mental and 
moral development of men as individ- 
uals and of the race. I believe the 
word of Augustine is true, 0 God, 
thou hast made us for thyself, and 
our souls are restiess till they rest in 
thee,’ and I say as Whitman did that 
‘in fact there is no evil, and if there ia, 
it is just as important to you and me 
as anything else.’ 

“I believe in all men. I do not believe 
in the ultimate loss of a single soul, a 
single cell, a’ single atom.

I hold the doctrine of hell 
which teaches that fires burn now and 
will burn with increasing intensity to 
burn up the dross of: sensuality and 
selfishness from every human life, and 
I say to my fellow-men, with tre- 
mendous moral energy, some day we 
will have to chose to 

“Tf, because I cannot believe certain 
things, and have acted en my con- 
science and judgment and reason, I 

ust go to hell; then, n Stuart 
Mm said, To hell I wil — got 
And there, in company wigh the dis 
coverers and the inventofs and the 
benefactors of my race, who were the 
heretics of their day, I will devote 
what energy I have 222 out the 
flames by a reasonable religious life 
and humane activity. 

“And I would also say,. But, 
brother, if what I Delieve is true, *.— 
is no necessity for either of us to go 
to hell. For if the omnipotent, omni- 
present God is love, all love, and noth- 
ing but love, if in Him we live and 
move and have our being and He lives 
in us, if all men are sons of love and 
members one of another: if love is, in- 
deed, the fulfilling of all law, human 
and divine: if the lowest shall arrive 
where the highest now Is, and then go 
farther and farther; if all corruption 
shall put on itncorruption, and ff all 
mortality shall put on immortality, 
then, my brother, it will be better for 
us than either of us dreamed in our 
childish ancient superstitions, 

“Tt has recently been said in the pub- 
lic press by one of the ministers of this 
city, thet I am more to be pitied than 
any man in the world. If I am the 
most miserable man in the world, this 
is a good world, and there is hope for 
all men. If I were miserable and were 
given my choice, I would still go on 
and count all sacrifice as nothing that 
I might be loyal to my highest convic-

INSOLVENT BANK. 


Attorney-General of New York Makes 
Public the Report on the Buffalo 
Concern. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
ALBANY (N. r.) Feb. 12.—Atty.- 
Gen. Mayer tonight made public the 
report of Tracy C. Becker of Buffalo, 
who, as special Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral investigated the insolvency of the 
German Bank of Buffalo, The bank, ac- 
cording to the report of Becker, passed 
into the control of Arthur E. Apple- 
yard of Boston April 30, 19064. Apple- 
yard is said to have been the promo- 
ter of steam and electric railway cor- 
porations operating about Dayton and 
Columbus, O., and is alleged to have 
obtained control of banks in New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania before acquiring 

the stock of the Buffalo institution. 
Almost immediately after buying the 

German Bank stock, Appleyard is said 

to have borrowed money in large quan- 


tities from the bank. It is alleged that } 


he kited' checks and drafts on it, and 
through it with the various banks. with 
which he was connected until, when 
the bank was closed December 5, 1904, 
Appleyard and his interests were in- 
debted to the bank in the sum of more 
than $662,000. 

These loans, discounts and drafts of 
Appleyard and his corporations pur- 
ported to be secured in part by bonds 
of several railway companies. Since the 
failure of the bank, nearly all these 
companies have been placed in the 
hands of receivers, and tle securities 
are alleged to be practically worthless. 
The bank April 30, 1904, had $6,000,000 In 
deposits. It paid 4 per cent. on deposits. 
and consequently attracted the savings 
of thousands of Gevositors.

EA-LEVEL CANAL PROBLEM. . 


It is for the engineers to decide 
on the final plans for the construction 
of the Panama Canal. For laymen to 
interfere would be ridiculous, and the 
part to be played by the general news- 
paper press can only be to keep the 
public intelligently informed as to the 
progress and outcome of a difficult and 
highly technical controversy. We re- 
cently gave our readers an outline of 
the arguments presented im favor of a 
return to M. De Lesseps's original plan 
—that of constructing a sea-level canal, 
or in plain words, digging a ditch from 
ocean to ocean. This method has for 
the average “man in the street” the 
supreme charm of simplicity—there 
would be no locks, a vessel would steam 
im at the ome terminal pert and steam 
out at the other, and thus would be 
settled all vexing problems of naviga- 
tion. For such a desirable condition of 
things, established in perpetuity, the 
nation might not feel inclined to be- 
grudge the extra heavy cost involved, 
or the considerably longer period re- 
aquired to bring the great project to 
completion. But the trained engineer 
steps in and gives us pause. The sea- 
level canal proposition is not just such 
very plain sajiing. 

In the current number of the Eng- 
neering Magazine Gen. H. I. Abbott 
marshals the facts against this method 
of solving the problem. No one is bet- 
ter qualified to speak with authority, 
toro cite a single distinction in a 
highly distinguishe 1 professiona! career

Opposition to Measure Now Before

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Senator 
Paris Gibson of Montana, in company 
with Guy K. Mitchell, secretary of the 
National Irrigation Association, called 
upon the President recently to discuss 
the various measures before Congress, 
affecting Montana, Colorado and South 
Dakota, and allowing a homestead en- 
tryman to take up a square mile of 
land instead of 160 acres. 

Senator Gibson stated to the Presi- 
dent that he believed a 640-acre-home- 
Stead policy was one of the most dan- 
gerous and menacing pieces of legis- 
lation which had been suggested. He 
said that it was proposed to open up 
the rich western lands in these large 
tracts, and that it would result in the 
aggregation of great holdings, far 
worse than anything of the kind which 
had yet occurred. . 

No man can say at this time, tor 
Gibson declared, what are y irre- 
deemable grazing lands, and what are 
agricultural or may shortly become 
agricultural lands. Great tracts of 
— are being cultivated today in 
small farms, which ten years ago were 
looked u as utterly worthless, and 
the w of the future certainty con- 
tains even greater surprises. Under 
our increasing knowledge of conditions, 
improving. methods of agriculture and

IMPLER RULES 
FOR MEASURING. 


SOUTH COASTERS CONSIDERING 
THEIR ADOPTION. 


Organizations of the United States 
is Likely to be Asked by the Local 


itest. 


BY STINSON JARVIS. 


Since the exclusive anflouncement 
made by The Times about the flew 
American measurement rule for racing 
yachts, several members of the South 
Coast Yacht Club have admitted that 
the local institution would certainly 
have to fall into line and adopt the 
formula which has been agreed to by 
the principal yachting organizations 
of the United States. Former Commo- 
dore Joseph Pugh, one of the principal 
stockholders in the club, said yester- 
day that since the above announcement 
it had been under contemplation to em- 
ploy someone highly skilled in mathe- 
matics, probably some university pro- 
fessor, to be the official measurer of 
the club. He appreciates the fact that 
in the coming seasons there will be a 
large amount of figuring to be done, 
and it is proposed to make the new 
Official an honorary member of the 
club and let him issue the certificates, 
trom which there will be no appeal. 

The new formula comes from «4 
source which in the last fourteen y 
has been famous—from Nat Herre . 
the designer of the Gloriana and Wasp, 
and the adapter of Columbia and Re- 
liance; but it is not suggested by him 
or by anyone else that this is the last 
thing in the way of measurement for- 
mulae, or that this uct is incapabie 
of improvement. ery rule that has 
ever been devised to tax the sailing 
power of yachts has been beaten by 
some designer. Someone has always 
proved able to develop in a new direc- 
tion and acquire increased sailing 
power that did not come within the 
measurement for the calculation of 
time allowance. It was Nat Herreshoff 
himself who beat the existing rule in 
1891, when his new Gloriana sud tenty 
appeared in a fleet of nine brand-new 
forty-sixes—she showing for the first 
time the long forward overhang that 
altered the form of all subsequent rac- 
ing yachts. Before Gloriana came back 
to her finish from the seaway off Sandy 
Hook every hope of the rest of the 
fleet was dead and buried. These boats 
were all annihilated in their first race. 
in this great scoop. and in the adapt- 
ing of Columbia and Reliance from the 
littie winners of the Seawanhaka Cup, 
Herreshoff has shown himself to be 
exceedingly skillful, and it will remain 
to be seen whether the scheme for 
beating the new rule (his own) is not 
already up his sleeve. 

The present proposal is for the sake 
of uniformity, to prevent the absurdity 
of having yachts sail under different 
penalties and time allowances in dif- 
ferent clubs, and the universal agree- 
ment or understanding is that this 
formula will not be attacked, or at 
least wot altered, for the space of 
five years. One advantage to be 
gained is that, although boats here- 
after to be launched will be subject 
to the full taxations as above defined,, 
all the older crafts take their full 
rating under the rule, but are not 


penalized for exceeding certain arbi- 
tary limits, which. are not thought 
of at the time they were designed. It

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EMIGRATION 
FROM EUROPE. 


Governments There Trying 
Now to Stem the Tide.

VIENNA, Feb. 1—Forty million 


people have left Burope in the past 


100 years, seeking homes elsewhere, 
and yet it is only now that the 


European governments are making «@ 
serious effort to stem this tide of 


emigration. That the effort is seri- 
ous is shown in the character of laws 
recently enacted and laws now pro- 
posed. 


The Swiss law of 1888, was con- 
sidered a radical measure in that it 


assumed government supervision of 


emigrant traffic and required every 
citizen to fully satisfy his own gov- 
ernment that he was a fit subject for 
emigration before he was allowed to 
leave. The law now proposed in 
Austria, and which will probably be 
put in force within thirty days, makes 
the Swiss law look mild and reason- 


able in comparison. It proposes not 
only to give the government super- 
vision over emigrant traffic and over 
every citizen who proposes to emigrate, 
but it places in the hands of the 
authorities the right to say whether 
be shall go or not and by which route 
he shall leave the country, if he is 
finally permitted to depart. 

The most serious flaw in all the 
emigration restriction laws of Europe 
today is that they do not restrict. The 
discontented, the adventurous, the 
criminal, or the refugee bids defiance 
to any law, which may be enacted to 
hold him in the country, and once 
outside the borders of his native land, 
it is merely a question of intelligence 
and money to reach the destination he 
has in mind. The threat that if he 
leaves without a permit he wilt be de- 
prived of his ciizenship and subjected 
to arrest and imprisonment if he re- 
turns has little weight with the man 
whose life is all in the future and 
whose patriotic ties have been weak- 
ened by oppression and half-starva- 
There is nothing behind him 
and everything before him. If de 
leaves a family, be goes away with 
the intention of sending for them be- 
fore long and thus regaining the only 
thing he values, which is sacrificed on 
his departure. 


Over $00,000 people emigrated to the 


United States last year, but there 
would have been 600,000 more if the 
United States immigration law had not 
been in existence. Under the opera- 
tions of that law perhaps less than 
10,000 are actually refused admittance, 
but this Goes not include the many 
thousands who are left behind at 
European ports of embarkation be- 
cause the steamship companies know 
that it is useless to attempt to get 
them into the United States, Eng- 
land, Denmark and one or two other 
countries actually have laws whereby 
funds can be raised by taxation for 
the purpose of deporting paupers, 
criminais and other undesirable per- 
sons, and it is only by the utmost 
vigilance that the United States is 
kept from becoming a dumping ground 
for all people objectionable or a source 
of expense to the European governh- 
ments. 

An immigration restriction law does 
restrict because the country enforcing 
it has the advantage of being able to 
repell all classes of invaders who are 
deciared unlawful. A country that at- 
tempts to restric’ emigmtion, how- 
ever, would have to construct a Chi- 
nese wall around its territory, and 
maintain a cordon of armed troops 
thereupon to prevent the egress of its 
citizens. 

Almost all of the emigration restric- 
tion laws of Europe are based upon 
the requirement of military service. 
This gives the government a police 
power over the people which could 
be obtained in no other way. Where 
military service is compulsory each 
citizen upon attaining his twenty-first 
year owes a tangible debt to the state 
which the laws empower the state to 
collect, by force, if necessary. Some 
of the European governments are 
very strict in this matter, and citizens 
are actually prohibited from Waring 
the country until they have fulfilled 
their military obligation. Other gov- 
ernments are more lenient, and a cit- 
izen is allowed to depart if he agrees 
to come back upon demand and serve 
in the military arm of the govern- 
ment, the required term of years. In 
some cases, as in Switzerland, there 
is almost no restriction upon the emi- 
grant in this respect, and he is only 
expected to yield his military serv- 
ice if be happens to be in his native 
land at the time he is called upon. 

When the Italian emigration restric- 
tion law was enacted in 1901, there 
were 7000 transportation agents at 
work lultaly soliciting emigration. The 
result of such competition as this was 
most tremendous and the life of the 
country was being sapped through the 
emigration of every able-bodied man 
who could be induced to leave by 
those who were interested in selling 
him a ticket. The law cut the num- 
ber of these agents down to a few 
hundred, and so restricted the com- 
petitive efforts of those left as to re- 
move a large tneentive, which had 
hitherto been offered the population 
to go to a foreign country. la every 
European country today, with the sin- 
gle exception of England, it is illegal 
to advertise, inducements for emigra- 
tion, to solicit a citizen to emigrate 
either personally or through the mail,

Of 
course, this lew is not observed any 
more than is necessary to escape con- 
flict with the police authorities, and 
many of the European agents take 
great risks of fine, imprisonment and 
loss of government license in their 
efforts to secure business. 

The polle are constantly seizing 
tons of mall matter sent out by emi- 
gration agencies and destroying the 
same, and much reading matter is de- 
barred from general distribution 
throughout many of the European 
countries on the ground that it con- 
tains attractive display advertise- 
ments of steamship and other trans- 
portation companies. “For instance, 
calendars cannot be brought into 
Austria, for the government had de- 
cided that too many of them contain 
attractive advertisements of foreign 
steamship companies, which may serve 
to constantly remind the adventurous 
Austrian of the possibility of leaving 
his own country. Even emigration 
agencies authorized by the govern- 
ment are only allowed to publish the 
rate of fare and the time of sailing 
of steamers. The new Austrian law 
proposes to organize an officia! Infor- 
mation bureau which will give out 
such annonncement as to em 
possibilities as it sees fit, and it is 
needless to expect, but that they will 
be meager in character and not allur- 
ing in their description of the pos- 
sibilities for emigrants in foreign 
lands. 

In the earlier days, when the emi- 
gration from France threatened to be- 
come appreciable, the French govern- 
ment issued a public warning to the 
people of that country against going 
to the United States, San Domingo, 
Hayti and a few other such countries, 
which, according to the French idea, 
all come under one classification. The 
American immigration law has done 
more to restrict emigration from 
Burope than any law in existence in 
the latter part of the world. The re- 
quirement of a permit to leave is al- 
most inoperative, for, in Russia, the 
strictest country of all in regard to 
this feature, the government is un- 
able to persuade more than 10 per 
cent. of the emigrants to apply for 
passports. 

Where the bulk of the travel is 
through seaports, as is the case in 
Germany, Belgium, France and 
Spain, it is possible to exercise closer 
vigilance in preventing departures, 
but even in those countries there ap- 
pear to be a thousand ways of evad- 
ing the authorities and making a 
peaceful and easy escape to a foreign 
land. Within the past sixty days, 
the Spanish government has been 
forced to issue a proclamation call 
ing upon police and other local au- 
thorities to exercise increased activ- 
ity in enforcing the laws againat emi- 
strict laws in 
Spain against inciting emigration 
end against a citizen leaving his 
country without a permit, but, owing 
to incompetent and corfupt local ad- 
ministration the emigration agents 
have been afforded considerable free- 
dom in their work among the people 
and the business of smuggling em- 
grants out of the country has grown 
to large proportions. — 

Ship owners or ship captains violat- 
ing the emigration laws of Spain are 
subject to heavy fines and penalties. 
To avold the consequence of illegal 
acts, it is now the custom for vessels 
taking emigrants from Spanish ports 
to lie outside of the three-mile limit 
from shore, or, in other words, on 
the high seas, and have their passen- 
gers brought out to them in small 
boats. Special instructions have 
been issued by the Spanish govern- 
ment to the police and marine author- 
ities at all ports to stop this traffic 
by arresting those apparently about 
to depart and by ascertaining, if pos- 
sible, the names of the vessels which 
receive these people, so that steps 
may de taken the first time such ves- 
sels come to a Spanish port to mete 
out punishment to the captain. On 
the Mediterranean side of Spain, the 
sea is generally smooth and calm, 


and the vessels often take on passen- 


gers when they are practically out of 
sight of land, the boats in which they 
are carried to the ships being the or- 


dinary small rowboatsa of the ports. 


The Hungarian government, in its 


effort to control emigration, has gone 
so far as to withdraw all protection 
from any citizen who 
country by any route except through 
the port of Fiume. The contract the 
government made with the Cunard
